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East Cliff. Here is situated the older part of Whitby, 
where are the houses of the jet-workers and the fishing 
quarters ; the streets, with their quaint red-roofed houses, 
climb gradually to the summit, which, 200 feet above sea 
level, is crowned by the ruins of the beautiful old Abbey 
founded by St. Hilda in 566. 
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
